Mr.  Beimetfa 
belief  IS  that  there  should  be  a  conference  of  all 
Canadian  political  parties  before  any  declalon 
Is  reached  respecting  changes  in  jthM  Oonatltiitlon. 
"It  Is,"  he  says,  "a  question  for  statesmen  to 
eonilder— the  representatives  of  the^  people— If 
we  are  going  to  nudie  a  basic  change  In  our  Con- 
stitution.

It  Is  true  that  the  Royal  Conunieeieiiyia  ques- 
tion cannot  change  the  Constitution.  The  ulti- 
mate decision  In  this  respect  lies  between  the 
-  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments,  and  even 
more  specifically  between  the  Parliament  and 
the  Lsglslatures  concerned  The  Commission  li 
to  make  rfcommendations.  These  may  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  PMeral  Oovernment.  but  that  by 
BO^means  will  be  final  aolution. — Xha  Provinces 
nave  to  be  consulted.  The  easier  way  would  be 
to  consult  the  Provinces  first  instead  of  gomg 
to  aa  ospenM  prob«bl7  tnTohrtnf  hundreds'  of 
thouwnds  of  dollars  and  much  waste  of  time. 
If  changes  in  the  Constitution  are  considered 
caaentlal,  then/they  are  a  matter-for  eonaulta- 
tlon  between  the  Dominion  and  the  Provinces 
without  the  Intervention  of  a  Royal  Commis- 
sion, and  ilk  any  eonsultatlc^,  ai  Mr.  Bennett 
says,  all  opinions  of  political  parties  and  the 
/"vvarious^pocts  of  pubUervopinion  should  be  in-

"and."  The  following  wm  Wf e  as  emmples  of 
the  misuse  of  the  ro-ordinatlng  ronjunctlon : 
"The  profession  to  which  he  belongs  and  which 
has  a  nolabUr history  enjoys  cAtaln  privileges." 
"He  wa.s  prepared  to  defend  every  .statement  that 
be  had  made  and  every  opinion  he  had  expressed, 
and  which,  hs'afBrmedr  were  aU  la  Unswltii  the 
party  platform  "  "He  delivered  In  his  own  l.ui

Case  presents  pltfall.s  for  the  unwary  u.ser  of 
the  relative  p>ronoun.  A  few  exampleajnay  be 
pointed  out.  '"He  was  a  prlncs  wh^  ministers 
had  no  compunction  whatever  In  worrying."  The 
antecedent  is  the  predicate  noaUnatlVe  in  the 
principal  clause  ahSTlhs  writer  jof  the  sentence 
attempts  the  haaardoos  task  of  making  it  serve 
alsov  the  object -^f  "worrying."  'The  traveller 
came  back  with  tales  of  gorillas  whom  he  thought 
were  men."  "His  political  rivals  whom  he  be- 
lieved were  sincere  and  honest."  In  the  last  two 
examples  the  relative  should  take  the  nominative 
form  as  subject  of  "were."  "The  man  has  a  plan 
which  he  should  be  able  to  describe  and  could 
be  understood  by  others."  The  relative  here  Is 
at  once  object  of  "describe"  and  subject  of  "could 
be  understood,"  a  situation  which,  In  ^  etasslc 
Euclidean  phrase,  is  impossible.

 A  controversy  upon  editorial  rciponaibility  re- 
cently enlivened  the  correspondence  columns  of 
an  American  Journal  of  outstanding  literary 
reputation.  Is  it  the  duty  of  an  editor  to  super- 
vise and  even  tidy  up  and  irtt  to  rights  any 
locution  employed  by  hi.s  contributors  to  which 
exception  may  fairly  be  made?  Is  it  his  duty  to 
I  exerclao  the  sane  discretion  In  the  case  of '^ad'- 
'  vcrtLsers**  .Several  opinions  were  expressed  ;  The 
editorial  attitude  seemed  to  be  that  some  latitude 
should  bs  snjoyed  by  eontrlbuton  and  much 
more  by  advertisers,  that  we  all  live  in  gla.ss 
hou.ses.  that  there  is  none  grammaticallj^jghX; 
eoui.  no.  not  one.  and  that  authors  may  wen  1^ 
excu.sedjfor  employing  unu.sual  words  and  forms 
of  words  if  the  practice  lends  variety  and  avoids 
the  stereotyped.  One  of  the  parties  to  the  dls- 
ptitp.  on  ti^e  Other  hand,  tooic  the  high  ground 
that  a  working  squlvalent  of  the  French  Acad- 
emy, an  authority  behind  all  authorities,  might 
be  found  in  the  body  of  practice  once  common 
to  printing  and  publishing  establishments  of 
'  reputoin  ths  Bigliah-spealcinK  world. 

Compoiltort,  proofreaders  and  editors,  to  say 

.  nothing  of  instructors  and  eyaniiners~ln  srtiools 
and  coll^fwrare  familiar  w  uh  ruany  grkmmatlcal 
problems.  It  happens  fre<juently  in  newspaper 
OfBcsa  and  "places  where  they  think,"  that 
Sditon  Snd  critics  have  to  choose  between  defer- 
ence to  the  feelings  pf  contribufcvs  and  loyalty 
to  literary  ideals.  While  this  Is  true  however.  It 
Is  also  true  that  there  are  regions  of  literary 
usage  where  certain  trails  and  by-^aths  bearing 
marks  of  much  travel  are  apt  to  confy.^e  the 
minds  of  Inexperienced  travellers  and  even  dis- 
turb ths  asrenlly  of  professioaal  guides. 

For  example,  the  pundits  and  mandarins  of 
literary  criticism  are  as  far  from  agreement,  in 
their  eoBtcofsray  eooosmlnc  ths  right  uses  of 

''  the  relative  pronoun,  as  were  the  Blg-endlans 
and  the  Little-endians  of  UlMput  in  their  disr 
put«  j^ut  eggs.  Ons  party  demand!  that  the 
reipettlve  fields  of  op«ratlon  of  "which"  and 
"that"  should  be  prbperly  surveyed  and  delim- 
Msd.  Ths  former  is  naturally  dignified,  leisurely. 

•■  re;<erved  and  non -coinmitf il,  and  .should  be  u-ied 
chiefiy  fbr  comment,  for  ampUfication,  for  ap-' 
proprlato  dstail.  Ths  latter  - is  brisk,  uncom- 
promising, clear-cut,  and  is  the  very  word  for 
definition.
